The bomb let. go shortly after 8 
o'clock, before the building was fully 
occupied and before the neighborhood 
was crowded with office workers. 
Thirty-five Japanese employes were in 
the building at the time, but they 
were on the upper floors or in the 
rear of the ground floor, and, al- 
though badly shaken, none of them 
was hurt. 

Police rushed to the scene of the 
bombing and -blocked off the whole 
area, keeping back tremendous crowds 
in the surrounding streets. 

The building is headquarters for 
many Japanese organizations operat- 
ing cotton mills, steamships and im- 
porting and exporting businesses. 
Next door to the Mitsui property are 
other important Japanese offices. 

Preparations for war went on at 
fever heat behind the Chinese and

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Georgia Tax System Scored 
In Talks by Park and Norman 


By the Associated Press. 

A call to Georgia to remedy its¢tax 
system in order to put the state in 
position to make progress was sounded 
here Wednesday by (Orville Park, Ma- 
con attorney and tax expert, and R. 
C. Norman, fc ’mer state tax commis- 
sioner. 

They spoke to a committee of the 
municipal utilities rate association of 
Georgia which is meeting at the Pied- 
mont hotel to the proposed: constitu- 
tional amendment to limit taxation on 
intangible property to five mills. Both 
advocated adoption of the amendment. 
“Every state in the Union has made 
more progress in the last 10 years than 
Georgia, and it is because of the in- 
iquitous system of taxation,” Mr, Park 
said, 

Both he and Mr. Norman said the 
present plan of including intangibles 
in.the general property tax “was not 
only being winked at by citizens, but 
was driving p..sent wealth out of the 
state and lLeeping out of Georgia pros- 
pective industries and wealthy citi- 
zens.” 

They made the point that because 
the general property tax is much more 
than five mills, very few persons re- 
turn intangibles for taxation, and that 
the revenue from this class of property 
is actually showing a sharp drop in 
Georgia in comparison with recent 
years. 

Tax Put at 20 Mills. 

O. W. Franklin, city attorney of 
Valdosta, and chairman of the associa- 
tion, estimated that the general prop- 
erty tax for the state as a whole was 
nbout: 20 mills in the cities and 15 
mills in the counties. 


Mr. Franklin, who presided at the 
hearing, said the association would 
gather information from various cities 
in Georgia as to how the amendment 
would affect them, and also query 
cities in other states where the low 
rate on intangibles has been fixed. 

Mr. Norman and Mr. Park both 
said that in other states where a low 
tax rate had been fixed on intangible 
property, that the revenues of the 
states, counties and municipalities had 
greatly increased. 

“Passage of the amendment would 
permit enforcement of the law,” Mr. 
Norman said. I think that, judging 
by experience of other states in the 
Union, Georgi ’s revenue from intan- 
gible property would sharply increase 
and at the same time we would not 
frighten capital out of the state and 
would make the state attractive to new 
industries and businesses.”

ll Health Talks |

FRUIT ACIDS AND 
RHEUMATISM. 


In_ self-defense I wish. to inform 
readers that the name I sign to all 
these articles is William Brady, M., 
D., and I can’t help it if the editor 
prefers to print it Dr. or eyen Ole 
Doc. Unlike some health column 
conductors who invariably call them- 
selves Doctor and never divulge by 
what right they use such a title, I 
am a legally licensed physician, with 
the degree of doctor of medicine, a re- 
ptblican by birth but a _ prohibition- 
socialistic-democrat by principle. 

In order to avoid confusion let 
me repeat one of my most annoying 
assertions, namely, that there is nd 
such disease or condition as rheu- 
matism, and then while you're good 
and mad about that let me add that 
in my judgment there is no such 
thing as fruit acid, that is, in na- 
ture. 

Now, then, we’re ready to see what 
effect fruit acids, as good doctors call 
them, have on rheumatism, as doctors 
not so good call it. 

Dr. J. Epstein—obviously a stu- 


\dious, competent physician—has con- 


ducted a careful five-year observation 
of 33 normal children and 98 rheu- 
matic children, as he calls them, with 
particular regard to their diet. He 
started with the supposition that 
rheumatism in children is caused at 
least in some measure by faulty nu- 
trition or perhaps a vitamin shortage 
in the diet. 

He found that the diet taken by 
the 98 rheumatic children included an 
abundance of food of a fair variety 
and quality, but a decided deficiency 
of fresh vegetables and fruits. —_ 

Dr. Epstein holds that salicylic 
acid, benzoic acid, citric acid and tar- 
tarie acid are all antirheumatic. He 
reminds us that these acids, or rath- 
er their precursors (the substances 
from which they are derived) are 
found: naturally in strawberries, 
huckleberries, raspberries, plums, 
cherries, lemons, grapefruit and 
melons. He believes the acid-pre- 
cursors in these fruits tend to pre- 
vent intestinal putrefaction, reduce 
toxema, when digested and assimi- 
lated, to oppose tissue acidosis. 
Don’t let these glib terms deceive 
you,. reader. I quote them from Dr. 
Epstein but just the same I think 
we may fairly say horse feathers to 
that bit about toxemia and acidosis. 
I’m quoting it here in order to en- 
courage parents to feed the children 
more fresh vegetables and fruits, for 
I believe that is good health advice, 
whether it has anything to do with 
the ailments Dr. Epstein calls mheu- 


matic or not.

ing the creation of four new federal 
offices. 


He requested, simultaneously, the 
major alteration and changing in title 
of four other federal departments. 
Under the eight new and altered di- 
visions he would consolidate present 
overlapping activities in an effort to 
subtract “millions of dollars annual- 
ly” from the tax burden. 


Authority also was asked for the 
chief executive to transfer and con- 
solidate executive and administrative 
groups merely through the issuance 
of executive orders, each to lie before 
congress for 60 days before becom- 
ing effective. 

Necessity for Economy. 

“In the present erisis,” the presi- 
dent declared, “the absolute necessity 
for the most drastic economy makes 
the problem of governmental: reorgan- 
ization one of paramount importance.” 

Here are the four new posts he 
would have congress create: 


A public works administrator, to 
construct and sometimes operate all 
federal projects except those of the 
army and navy. 

An assistant secretary for public 
health to head all such federal work. 

An assistant secretary for merchant 
marine, drawing into the commerce de- 
partment all marine shipping regula- 
tion, including inland waterways. 

An assistant secretary for conserva- 
tion, to combine now scattered efforts. 


Posts Included. 


Posts which Mr. Hoover would alter 
include: 


A personnel administrator, instead 
of the chairman of the civil service 
commission, to combine all personnel 
agencies of the government. 

An assistant secretary for educa- 
tion, consolidating the office of educa- 
tion, its commissioner and other edu- 
cational activities. 

An assistant secretary for agricul- 
tural research, broadening the title of 
the present assistant secretary. 

An assistant secretary for agricul- 
tural economics, giving higher title 
to the present director. ~ 

The president informed congrees the 
salaries of these officials would cost 
an additional $40,000 a year but that 
the “saving in the cost of the admin- 
istration would be many times this 
sum.” 

Merger Not Mentioned. 

No mention was made by Mr. Hoo- 
ver of moves now afoot on Capitol 
Hill to consolidate the army and navy

into a single department. He is known 
to be opposed to such a step, desiring 
to retain the present 10 major execu- 
tive departments as a framework. 


Recalling that other presidents had 


requested general consolidations with- 
out major results, the president warn- 
ed congress that such steps in the 
past had been “a signal for the mobili- 
zation of opposition from all quar- 
ters,” especially within the depart- 
ments affected. 

Nevertheless, he laid down the prin- 
ciple that there must be reorganiza- 
tion of activities under the head of 
“major purposes,” and with adminis- 
trative and. legislative functions hav- 
ing “single-headed responsibility.” 

At the same time he recommended 
a separate legislative reorganization of 
policy in two fields—reclamation and 
conservation of the western ranges. 

Reclamation Broadened. 

Reclamation, he said, should be 
broadened to include conservation of 
water by storage in all parts of the 
country. Such projects as Boulder 
Dam, Grand Coulie on the Columbia 
river, the dam on the Umatilla and 
Cove Creek dam at Muscle Shoals, he 
said, should go forward when con- 
tracts can be made for the sale of 
power. 

The president indorsed measures 
now before congress to have western 
states accept surface title to certain 
remnants of the public domain within 
their borders, with mineral rights 
maintained by the government. 

The president in his message to 
congress of December 8 detailed his 
ideas for transfer of the shipping 
board into the department of com- 
merce, as follows: ‘ 

“At present the shipping board ex- 
ercises large administrative functions 
independent of the executive. These 
administrative functions should be 
transferred to the department of 
commerce, in keeping with that single 
responsibility which has been the 
basis of our governmental structure 
since its foundation. 


“There should be created in that 
department a flosition of assistant 
secretary for merchant marine, under 
whom this work and the several bu- 
reaus- having to do with merchant 
marine may be grouped. 7 

“The shipping board should be 
made a regulatory body acting also 
in advisory capacity on loans and 
policies, in keeping with its original 
conception. Its regulatory powers 
should be amended to include regula- 
tion of coastwise shipping so as to 


‘assure stability and better service. It 


is also worthy of consideration that 
the regulation of rates and services 
upon the inland waterways should be 
assigned to such a reorganized board.”

Council, as such, contemplates-no fur- 
ther action on its part but is relying 
upon the belief that when it is ap- 
preciated that the Christian forces of 
Atlanta feel so deeply about the mat- 
ter, their views will be deferred to.” 


Council’s Resolution. 


The resolution follows: 

“The Christian Council, composed 
of ministers and representative lay- 
men of Atlanta, has learned with 
deep regret that the managers of the 
Atlanta theaters and the Emergency 
Relief Committee have entered into 
an agreement by which the movie and 
vaudeville shows will be run on Sun- 
days for four months, with the un- 
derstanding that a portion of their 
roceeds will be turned over to the 

mergency Relief Committee for 
charity. 

“We fully appreciate the gravity of 
the situation now facing Atlanta’ in 
the matter of unemployment, yet we 
formally and publicly record our dis- 
approval of the agreement, protest 
the execution of it, and appeal to 
those who are parties to it to aban- 
don it: 

“A day of rest each week has been 
deemed necessary by our state fur the 
moral welfare, health and efficiency 
of our people. It is snicidal to all 
of the highest interests of a nation 
to commit its people to the grind of 
continuous toil for seven days in the 
week. Therefore, we cannot tolerate 
any scheme which tends toward this 


end. :

ULaboring men will 
certainly oppose any movement 
which eventually may take from them 
their rightful day of rest, and cer- 
tainly the ministers, the churches and 
our citizenry in general will resist any 


effort which tends toward the com- 


mercializing of the Lord’s Day. 

“Of the estimated amount of money 
which the Emergency Relief Com- 
mittee hopes to” receive from Sunday 
shows, the major portion of it will 
be the contribution of the operators 


‘who have agreed to donate their extra 


pay for Sunday work. Since the 
rentals of theater. bfiildings, rentals 
of films and other general expenses 
are to be prorated among seven days 
instead of six, it is quite probable 
that the theaters will profit rather 
than lose by this agreement. More- 
over, if such a plan does not violate 
the state law, then it follows that 
any business concern in Atlanta can 
legally defray an appreciable portion 
of its weekly operating expenses by 
the same procedure. ‘ 

“Fortunately, Fulton county re- 
cently made available $150,000 to be 
used by the Emergency Relief Com- 
mittee. This amount added to that 
previously available gives them ap- 
proximately $200,000 for immediate 
relief work. With this fact before us, 
we see no present emergency which 
justifies such an innovation in Atlan- 
ta as operating Sunday shows under 
the guise of charity. We realize that 
the money now available for the 
Emergency Relief Committee is ade, 
quate to meet the needs for only a 
few months and that supplemental 
funds must be forthcoming later. 
Therefore, we pledge our best effort 
in behalf of any plan to secure such 
funds, provided it does not fall upon 
us to sacrifice principles which are 
vital and sacred to us. There is no 
doubt that church people have done 
their pro rata part and more in giving 
to all forms of relief and that they 
are willing to keep on giving until 
every need is satisfied. But they will 
not support nor sanction any scheme 
which is an offense to their con- 
sciences and calls for a sacrifice of 
their convictions. 

Opposition Registered. 


“But, waiving all that has been 
said above, we come finally to register 
our firm and unequivocal opposition 
to the‘operating of Sunday shows in 
the name of charity and to refuse to 
sanction this or any other plan which 
cheapensé the claims of brotherhood 
and evades the obligation of steward- 
ship. We take our stand upon two 
basic principles which cannot be ig- 
nored or set aside at will for con- 
venience, for gain, or for favor, ex- 
cept at the peril of oar civilization: 

“First, we must defend and abide 
by our statute laws. To operate Sun- 
day shows for charity is a clear and 
open violation of an ordinance of this 
city and a violation of Section 416 
of the penal code of the state. 


“Second, we must respect and abide 
by our conviction, which is deep as 
life itself, that the Lord’s Day, hal- 
lowed by God Himself, should be kept 
holy unto Him. 

“Therefore, we cannot do other 
than oppose the desecration of the 
day even if it is done under the guise 
of securing funds for’ charity.

SIR EDGAR SPEYER 69.

Gas War -Horror 


‘Exaggerated 


By Public Fear, Says General 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Feb. 17.—(4)— 
Ignorance and fear have distorted in 
public opinion the possibilities of 
poison gases in war, said Major Gen- 
eral Harry kL. Gilchrist, United 
States army chief of the chemical war- 
fare, who arrived in Savannah this 


morning to visit Fort Screven. He was 
met by Major Brian S. Brown, of the 
chemical warfare reserves, and at the 
Hotel DeSoto he had breakfast with 
Major Brown and Major L. A. Craig, 
United States army federal instructor 
of the 118th field artillery. 

General Gilchrist discussed the uses 
of gases in warfare and branded much 
of the novelist’s conception of the fu- 
ture as pure propaganda used by man- 
ufacturers of gas antidotes and equip- 
ment and the pacifists. 

He said the United States would 
neyer introduce chemical warfare, but 
if other countries introduce it the

‘It's a lot of bull,” said General 
Gilchrist when asked about the pub- 
fic’s’ conception that cities with all 
of their inhabitants could be laid in 
the grave with gas attacks. 

The metropolis of New York was 
used as an illustration. He pointed out 
that airplanes to effectively use gas 
have to fly at a maximum ceiling of 
400 feet, with this one disadvantage 
alone, he said, the high. buildings of 
the city would prevent them from get- 
ting lower than some 1,200 feet.

Mrs. Nunnally Johnson, president of 
the Wynnton Study Club, and Mrs. 
T. Charlton Hudson, of Columbus, 
state chairman of. poetry, attended 
‘the board meeting. As the object and 
doctrine of the state federation is fof 
mutual counsel and helpfulness, and 
for the purpose of uniting the influ- 
ence and service of women in promot- 
ing educational, civic, social and 
moral advancement in Georgia, the 
adoption of the “Live at Home” slo- 
gan is indeed appropriate to the need 
of the times.

in the year. 

Deposits of the banks aggregated 
$19,244,347,000 on December 31, a de- 
crease of $1.135,087,000 since Septem- 
ber and a decrease of $3,627,299,000 
in the year. 

The figures were made public today 
by John W. Pole, comptroller of the 
currency, and compared those in the 
December 31 bank call with the data 
compiled from the calls of September 
29 and December 31, 1930. — 

Total deposits in the December 31 
report included balances due to cor- 
respondent banks and bankers and 


,certified and cashier checks outstand- 


ing of $2,301.018,000, United States 
deposits of $261,441,000, other de- 
mand deposits of $9.071,452.000 and 
time deposits of $7,610,436,000. 

In the time deposits were saving 
bank deposits of $5,557,.766,000 in- 
cluded in 15,005,802 accounts, time 
certificates of deposits of $1,078,731,- 
000 and postal savings of $353,- 
8$25,000. 

Loans and discounts, including re 
discounts, amounted to $11,921,3289,- 
VOO and showed deereases in the three 
and 12-month periods of $558,546,000 
and $2,440,650,000, respectively. 

Investments in United States gov- 
ernment securities of $3,176,475,000 
showed a decrease since September of 
$112,792,000 but an increase in the 
year of $521,639,000. Other bonds 
and securities held amounting to $4, 
024,950,000 showed a decrease of 
$355,066,000 in the three months and
